Equal rights legislation had its beginning at the end of the 
Civil War with the adoption of the 13th and 14th amendments 
to the Constitution in 1865 and 1868, respectively.

In recognition of his out- 
standing achievements as 
mayor, the Columbus Urban 
League has chosen Moody for 
its coveted institutional cit- 
ation “for his myriad of contri- 
butions to the local citizenry 
during his 12 years as mayor.” 


MAYOR TOM MOODY, whose administration was cited Wednesday Nov. 30 
by the Columbus Urban League for the 1983 Corporate Equal Opportunity 
Award, got off to a commendable start 12 years ago when he broke tradition 
with the employment of Audrey Lewis as first black on a Columbus mayor's 
office staff. Lewis was Moody's head receptionist before resigning to pursue 
her modeling career In. Los Angeles.

DRUG TRAFFICKING CHARGES 
Police To Present Case Against 


‘Big Stockings’ To Grand Jury 


(By TED OSHOD!) 


Columbus police narcotics 
detectives will present their 
case next week to the Franklin 
County grand jury, and ask 
that the 61-year-old Eastside 
woman be indicted on several 
counts of drug trafficking, 
involving marijuanaand 
cocaine, The CALL & POST 
has learned. 

Mrs. Mildred Elizabeth Wil- 
son, otherwise known and 
called “Big Stockings” in the 
neighborhood, has been 
charged with 24 drug-related 
»ffenses during the past 15 
years, according to police. 

Most of the arrests occurred 
n her home, 1188 Mt. Vernon 


Ave., detectives said. “Big 
Stockings” latest arrest came 
Nov. 18, when she allegedly 
sold drugs to an undercover 
narcotics officer. That arrest 
capped a four-month police 
investigation. 


Detectives armed with a 
search warrant said they found 
and confiscated 200 grams of 
marijuana in her home and 13 
grams of cocaine on her during 
the raid. The drugs were valued 
at $2,000, according to 
detectives. 

“Big Stockings” will! also 
face trialJan. 24 in the Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court 
for the Oct. 15 drug trafficking 
charges. 

Last week, state tax agents in 


cooperation with the Colum- 
bus police narcotics squad 
filed more than $180,000 “jeo- 
pardy tax assessment” against 
“Big Stockings" for non- 
payment of sales tax. 

Mrs. Wilson was being held 
in the Franklin County jail 
Tuesday on $100,000 cash and 
$50,000 surety bonds. 

Narcotics Detective Charles 
Woodard, reportedly des- 
cribed “Big Stockings” as “a 
thorn in their side and a blight 
on the community.” 

“If drug dealers want to con- 
tinue their operation, we will 
continue to put tax assessment 
ontheminanefforttorunthem 
out of business,” Woodard told 
The CALL & POST.

amendment abolished slavery, and the 14th enjoined states 
from making or enforcing ‘any law which shall abridge the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the United States, nor 
deny any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection of 


the law.’ 


But, FREEDOM IS A CONSTANT STRUGGLE...and since 
its founding on Feb. 12, 1909, 44 years after the legislation, the 
NAACP has worked toward the goal of equality in American 
life; to eliminate discrimination; to expand the use of the ballot, 
to secure equal employment opportunities and to insure jus- 
tice in the legal system. The progress made by Black Ameri- 
cans inthis century is due largely, more than any other non- 
governmental agency, to the NAACP. 


However, the fight still con- 
inues. For most Black Ameri- 
sans, these are:the worst of 
imes., Virtually every Civil 
‘ights advance since the 
3rown Vs. Board of Education 
Jecision in 1954 is in jeopardy. 
rhe forces of reaction and big- 
atry-are advancing along a 
jroad front seeking to reverse 
very act of racial progress for 
which decent Americans of ali 
’ces fought, suffered and died 
lor during the past two 
lecades 


On the economic front, 
Mack ‘adults ‘now experience 
he highest rate of unemploy- 
nent since the Great Depres- 
tion, About one of every six 
Slack adult males ig now with- 
yut work, simost three times 
he rate of white male uneim- 
Hoyment. in most urban cen- 
ers, more than half of Biack 
fouths ar unemployed com- 


oared with less than one-fifth 
of white youths being jobless. 

The Administration's re- 
sponse to this mounting catas- 
trope has been to drastically 
cut or eliminate most of the 


federally funded programs 


which helped the unemployed, 
the working poor, the aged and 
the infirm, 

The degree of unemployment 
within the Black community 
has reached crisis proportions. 


Despite rehetoric of the Pres- 
ident, the plain fact is that the 
needy are being systematically 
denied the meager substance 
upon which they had survived 
until now. The men, women 
and children for whom these 
programs had been targeted 
are, for the most part, the most 


hard hit. They are already liv- 


ing on the thin edge of life, 
searching for tomorrow. The 
combination of deeper reces- 


somely in the future,” Bass

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Tax Penalties Right Step 
‘Against Drug Traffickers 


Drug abuse, addiction and trafficking are 24-karat social 


) 
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problems, a social psychologist once said. 


These problems now appear to be economic as well, in 
light of the thousands and even millions of dollars dealers 
make selling their illicit wares to people, many of whom 
Support their habits through robbery, burglary and 


thievery. 


Leniency ought to be obsolete for convicted drug dealers 
in order to put some dent on the mushrooming problems in 


Our communities. 


The problems also have their sociological amplification, 
in that society continues to talk about them and tries to find 


solutions to them. 


For example, in the-cultural setting of the problem in the 
Mt. Vernon Ave. area, solutions have seemed elusive, in : 
spite of the Columbus police and concerned citizens’ 
efforts to rid the area of the nuisances, which apparently 


are cankerworms in the community. 

Records show that narcotics detectives arrested 603 
people in Columbus for drug-related offenses between 
January and November of this year. Detectives also seized 
more than $750,000 worth of drugs and paraphenalia dur- 


ing their raids. 


We believe that the riddance of drug traffickers, abusers 
and addicts from certain areas in Columbus require some 
concerted effort on the part of both the police and citizens. 
In effect, specific information ought to be relayed in earn- 
est to police officers in their bids to investigate reported 
drug-related offenses and arrest suspected individuals. 

While their kind of trade is considered lucrative, more 
Stringent measures should be taken in putting drug traf- 
fickers out of business, thereby blocking sources of supply 


to “customers”. 


Recently, the State of Ohio Department of Taxation 
naited two suspected Columbus dealers and tevied more 
than $600,000 in tax assessments against them for unre- 
ported profits made for illegal drug sales. 

The actions of the State of Ohio against the two suspects 
are welcome by the CALL & POST, and we feel that tougher 
tax measures against drug traffickers would have some 
corresponding effect on the solution to the drug problem. 

When supplies to customers are dried out by the imposi- 
tion of heavy tax assessments on drug traffickers, there 
would be an appreciable decrease in demands. 

Also, more prison terms would do, instead of the on and 
off street treatment afforded many drug traffickers. How- 
ever, referral to drug rehabilitation centers should not be 
seen as an alternative to prison terms for pig-headed repeat

No politician has dared 
introduce legislation lest they be charged with supporting 
cruel and unusual puhishment. 

Anderson, §.C., Judge C. Victor Pyle sentenced three 
black men to 30 vears in prison each or they could elect to 
be castrated and placed on five years probation. The three 


men pleaded guilty to raping and brutalizing a 23-year-old 


woman with a cigarette lighter 


The suggestion of castration is cruel and inhumane and 
has no place in today's society. 

While the men probably don't relish the idea of languisn- 
ing In prison for 30 years or accepting the judge's offer of 
castration (which they may do anytime doing their sent- 
ence.) we certainly hope they take their attorney's advice 
and don't let this atrocious act be committed.

State Rep. Otto Beatty Jr., D- 
Columbus. sponsor of the mea- 
sure, argued that the name change 
would more accurately reflect the 
role of the department, but oppo- 
nents insisted that it is intended to 
disguise and deceive the public 

Beatty conceded that he was 
inspired to introduce H.B. 401 
because the term public welfare 
carries a negative connotation 
However. he noted that the agency 
does much more than provide aid 
to, dependent children and other 
public assistance programs. It is 
involved in adoption procedures. 
energy assistance and other vital 
services. the highly respected 
attorney’said. 

In addition. he said nine other 
states have made such name 
changes-_and thatthe federal 
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government refers to its public 
assistance agency as the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services 

But Rep. Waldo Bennett Rose. 
R-Lima, refused to accept the the- 
ory that a rose-is-a-rose and that 
changing its name will not alter its 


fragrance 

Rose, a notorious conservative. 
conceded that many other state 
agencies such as Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation are also 
involved in providing human 
services 

Their names. however, reflect 
the role they play, and that should 
be the case with the welfare 
department, Rose-said. The public 
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understands that. We are substi- 
tuting two words little understood 
for one word clearly understood. 
he concluded.

But while Beatty guided his bill 
to victory, Rep. ike Thompson, D- 
Cleveland, encountered stiff 
opposition to his bill calling for a 
$1-an-hour pay raise for state 
employees, plus other compensa- 
tion adjustments. Both House 
Speaker VernalG Riffe Jr, D-New 
Boston, and Gov. Richard F 
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Celeste and other majority legist- 
lative leaders unanimously 
rejected the pay hike bill! 

Thompson, who obviously knew 
that he was bucking the leadership 
and Celeste when he introduced 
the bill on behalf of the 6,000- 
member Communication Workers 
of America-Councitgef Public 
Workers (CWA/CPW). is noted for 
standing firmly behind his 
convictions 

But on the other hand. Thomp- 
son is not stupid. He probably 
expected Riffevand’Ceeste to 
react as they did when he intro- 
duced the bill Introduction of the 
measure, however, was likely to 
have been his main objective in 
the first place, for it gave 
CWA/CPW a headstart over its 
‘rival unions in influencing state 
employees that their best interests 
lie with CWA/CPW 

Thompson, incidentally, has not 
only been a staunch supporter of 
CWA/CPW. but he is aclose friend 
of Art Evans, executive director of 
the agency 


A Reign Of Terror Against Black Colleges 


President Leonard Spearman of 
Texas Southern University (TSU) 
narrowly escaped a Texas-styled 
political lynching. led by Demo- 
cratic Governor Mark White. It was 
only when aroused s Ss and 
alumni struck back A, en 
the problem as “blatant politics” 
did the Governor's forces fold. 

But unlike Dr. Spearman, Presi- 
dent Robert Randolph of Alabama 
State and President John A. Peo- 
ples, Jr. of Jackson State Univer- 
sity (JSU) have fallen victims to a 
reign of terror that is sweeping out 
of office black college presidents 
who oppose plans to eliminate 
black higher education in their 
respective states. 

Dr. Peoples. who in 16 years has 
moved JSU from an also-ran intc. 
one of Mississippi's top universi- 
ties. was blamed publicly for fiscal 
problems, but most blacks believe 
his problems stem from his not 
appointing a white vice-president 
(to be groomed as president) and 
easing Jackson towards white 
administrative, then white majority 
control. Officially, the state Col- 
lege Board called it a new “urban 
mission” -- meaning it will bedom- 
inated by the “urban” whites of 
Jackson. Mississippi. 

The legendary Mississippi 
NAACP President, Dr. Aaron 
Henry. said the attacks on DOr 
Peoples are the “result of a racist 
white controlled College Board. 
But if they think that they can get 
away with this, the Jackson State's 
riot of the past ain't nothing.” 

Or. Peoples’ case has attracted 
nationwide attention because of 
his stature and the possibility of a 
white. suicéeding-him- as pres- 
dent. Potential black successors 
to Dr. Peoples are being asked not 
to submit applications or cooper- 
ete with the search commitiee 


member College Board, referred 
to by Dr. Henry, was simply firing a 
shot over the bow of the Missis- 
sippi black community when it 
announced that Dr. Peoples must 
step down at the end of the school 
year. These white. gleefully 
assisted by a Negro board member 
(the Jackson Advocate called him 
“a secret enemy of black people” 
who took the leadership in firing 
Dr. Peoples) are now testing the 
depth of support for JSU's 
president. 

How far they can go is really a 
matter of how far the opposition -- 
NAACP. black politicians, the 
alumni association, faculty and 
Students -- will let them. The pres- 
Sure already generated by these 
groups for Peoples has forced a 
revision. of the original gameplan: 
All along. insiders report, the 
objective was a white president 
who would direct the university 
toward its new ‘‘mission" as 
adopted by the Board -- the end of 
black higher education in 
Mississippi 


Of course. in this state, unlike all 
others. the College Board which 
oversees the operation of Missis- 
sippi's eight state universities, 
answers to no one. It meets mostly 
in closed executive sessions 
where it has made a. series of 
increasingly controversial deci- 
sions (the new “mission” facade 
being the latest) and thumbs its 
nose at the politicians, press. 
alumni and the electorate (each 
member is appointed tor long 12- 
year terms by rotating governors). 

But black people are experts at 
fighting injustice -- even when it 
insulates itself in board rooms 
from public view The Jackson

Advocate, the state's major black 
newspaper, has kept the heat on 
and the issue in the proper per- 
spective in a series of award- 
deserving reports and columns by 
Charles Tisdale. publisher, and 
Ivory Phillips. Then. of course, 
there is the mainstay of our civil 
rights struggle. the NAACP, with 
legendary vetérans such as Dr. 
Henry. ; 

“This Fall, black students in Mis- 
sissippi will take up the armor of 
justice; and we are going to forma 
student movement to rock Missis- 
sippi. We will not be fooled by 
bourgoise politicians,” Thomas 
Fox, bright and able president of 
JSU's NAACP Chapter, said as he 
promised civil disobedience (in 
1967 near riots rocked the cam- 
pus) ifthe plan to oust Dr: Peoples 
goes through and -white controt 
becomes a reality. t told Fox that 
we would come from all over the 
country to aid the NAACP in what- 
ever action it deems appropriate 

There is certainly no logical rea- 
son to force Dr. Peoples out. He 


has been JSU's president for 16 
years, why are his fiscal capabili- 
ties suddenly the issue? Did it take 
the Board 16 years to discover that 
he was a financial incompetent? 
Bosides. if every college president 
with © Seeal srobtem-and/er-e 
defich were fired. there wouldn't 
be many around. Even after Peo- 
ples announced he had solved the 
problem, the Board. just a month 
Vater. revised the budget which 
created the appearance of a 
budget crisis. 

The white newspaper. the Jack- 
86n Dally News, conceded: “With- 
out ® doubt. Peoples has done 
much for the rniversity and he has 


many supporters.'' He also 
recently received the National 
Alliance of Business’ Presidential 
Citation for academic leadership. 
When he took over at JSU in 1967, 
there were 2,300 students. but by 
1975 it soared to 7,800, only to 
decline by 1982 due to a national 
economic recession. 

No, Dr. Peoples is not anincom- 
petent. quite the contrary. So what 
is the problem? A sinister attempt 
to smear his reputation by 
innuendo by focusing on a self- 
inflicted budget crisis as a smoke- 
screen to dominatea black univer- 
Sity with. white racism. Since 
whites will not attend JSU because 
of a black majority, the Board will 
turn it into a white school. 

Blacks constitute 40 percent of 
the-state's- population and havea 
right to Alcorn State, Jackson 
State and Mississippi Valley State 
universities. That is a non- 
negotiable right. But rights arejike 
anything else. you must defend 
them

The way that other people with whom one comes into contact react to 
him, has a very definite influence upon his behavior. if people are rude 
and abusive to a person, that person is likely to become fearful, insecure 
and to develop deep-seated hatred for others 

If one is treated with kindness, he is likely to be secure and to like 
people. Often, one tends to dislike people simply because he thinks that 
others dislike him. 


(1) Tolerate the weakness of other people. Do not become upset 
simply because other people are different than you and want to do things 
ina different manner. Even a temperamental, mean and abusive person 
responds favorably to tove-just as you do. So. respect their differences 
and weaknesses just as you would want them to do 

(2) Search for the positive ratHc: than the negative in others Learn to 
look for the good in others and you are likely to find what you are looking 
for. When one seeks to find negativetraits, he is likely to find them -- and 
to even interpret the good as bad. 

(3) Be sincere in your desire to understand people. There are many 
times when a person who is envious, angry, and troubled, automatically 
criticizes everyone with whom he comes into contact. He dislikes people 
because he thinks that they are better than himself 

(4) Accept the challenge of liking the bad in people. Almost anyone 
can enjoy understanding the rude, happy, stable person, however, the 
challenge comes in enjoying, and understanding the rude, unstable 
abusive person. This understanding indicates disciplined maturity 

(5) No one is perfect, so don't expect them to be. Every person has 
flaws of some kind -- even you and |. Avoid expecting people to be 
perfect, avoid being upset when people fail to live up to your high 
expectations. Do you always live up to the expectations of others? 

(6) Dislike the things; don't dislike the person. Avoid falling into the 
trap of disliking a person merely because that person disagrees with vou 
Djslike his ideas or his argument - not him. It is all right to hate evil

Eastside School Clings To Traditions 


Despite 


Editor's Note: This is the 
second of a three part series 
dealing with desegregation 
and the quality of public edu- 
cation in Columbus. 


By JANICE OD. HAMLET 


One of the most dramatic 
changes resulting from court- 
ordered busing four years ago 
was evident when East High 
School's new student body 
arrived on the first day. 

East High School, 1560 E. 
Broad St., underwent the big- 
gest change among high 
schools in Columbus going 
from a 99 percent black popu- 
lation to a majority white stu- 
dent body 

The busing plan ordered by 
U S. District Judge Robert M. 
Duncan brought about 500 
white students in from several 
other areas of the city, while 
former students of the eastside 
school boarded buses headed 
in other directions 

But instead of this action 
being a drastic change, many 
remember East High's begin- 
ning and note that the school 
has simply gone back to where 
it started from in terms of popu- 
lation. Retired educator, Helen 
Davis remembers. 

During the 1920's Helen 
Jenkins Davis was. a 10th 
grader at East High School 
when it was located on Frank- 
lin Ave. It was a predominantly 
white school. There were only 
seven blacks in her class.

In later years the school 
moved to its Broad St. location, 
then considered one of the 
wealthiest areas of the city. 

“The black students couldn't 
participate in anything,” Davis 
recalled. “We went to school 
and came home.” 

Davis said that by the end of 
their senior year there were 
only four blacks left, she and 
three other girls. “The others 
couldn't take it. They (teachers) 
didn't encourage them to stay.” 

Davis said she was a fighter. 
This had been instilled inher as 
avery young child. “I had been 
taught to stick it out, not to take 
anything from whites. and-to 
fight my way through,” she 
said. 

Davis graduated from East, 
went to college and fought to 
become a teacher in the 
Columbus school system, its 


first black. 

Davis said as blacks started 
moving into the city, whites 
started moving out into other 
areas, and with that transition, 
the white population of East 
High slowly declined and the 
black enrollment increased. By 
the 1940's, .the school popula- 
tion was half black and half 
white. 

Heathea Williams, a 1954 
graduate of East recalled that 


‘ during the 50's the population 


was evenly mixed and black 
participation in school activi- 
ties’ was good. “I enjoyed 
school,” Williams said. ‘‘We 
had good teachers who were 
interested in seeing that we 
learned." 

According to Williams there 
was no racism in the school 
during that time. “Everybody 
had their own groups but the 
attitudes were different,” she 
said. 

East beame a predominantly 
black school around the mid 
50's. In 1971, Ed Willis, a 1944 
graduate of East, returned to 
his alma mater as principal. 

Willis says the school has 
one of the richest traditions of 
any school system, claiming a 
long list of graduates who have 
done and are doing some out- 
standing things. 7 

Wilils recalls that the pre- 
dominately black student body 
was unhappy when they were 
told that desegregation would 
mean they would be bused to 
other schools the next year but 


they accepted the situation in 
good fiath, he says. 

The first year of desegrega- 
tion was rough: Grades 10 and 
11 were desegregated and 
pupil population evened out at 
50-50 with an all black senior 
class. 

School morale and after 
school activities went down, 
Willis recalls. “When a youngs- 
ter lives 12 or more miles from 
school it is difficult for him. to 
come back for an activity.” 

In 1980 the total! population 
went t6.50-50 for three grade 
levels. The 9th grade was 
added in 1981 and in 1982 and 
1983, the population jumped 
back over to approximately 
1200 with 65 percent white and 
35 percent black 

Willis says with pride that 
this year the schoo! is begin- 
ning to move. A recent game 
against South High School 
produced the biggest sale in 
tickets (300) since 1978. he 
said. “The kids have begun to 
realize that they're here and 
have decided to become a part 
of it." 

Sitting in his small office, 
cluttered with files and papers 
and East paraphernalia, Willis 
says the student-teacher rela- 
tionship is the strength of East 
“Tt's world class. almost 
unreal,” Willis says 

Students and teachers greet 
each other by sayrng, “| Am 
Somebody Special.” Many 
wear buttons bearing the 
school’s slogan. “Teachers 


treat each student as if they 
were their own,” Willis says. 

He too adds to that world 
class relationship. At7 a.m. the 
Principal is on the grounds 
walking around and speaking 
to every student, addressing 
each one by name. “Nothing is 
more precious to a student 
than to hear his name," he 
says 

But discipline is Willis’ main 
concern. A hard-nose discipli- 
narian, students at East adhere 
to school rules, Ed Willis’ rules. 
You don't wear hats inside the 
building or throw trash in the 
hallways at East. You are 
respectful to adults and fellow 
classmates 

“In order to have a good 
school you have to have disci- 
pline,” he says 

But, according to former 
East graduates, the disciplinar- 
ian can also be a “soft touch," 
listening to student's problems 
and making sure that no one 
goes hungry at lunch time 

How has East faired since 
desegregation? Willis says his 
number one problem since 
desegregation has been 
attendance, simply getting 
kids to get out of bed andcome 
to school. * 

The veteran principal says 
the real proof of the success-of 
desegregation is whether stu- 
dent's test scores improve. 

“If | had my way every child 
would be on the honor roll 
working at his or her capacity 
lf we are able to maintain a

Seabury Certified Urbancrest Mayor-Elect By 181-109 Votes

Glenn Seabury Sr., 55, as the 
mayor-elect of Urbancrest, 
winning with 181 votes to 109 
against his opponent Vaughn 
E. Hairston, who had claimed 
victory having been declared 
the unofficial winner in the 
non-partisan Nov. 8 election 
ballot counts. 

Seabury, the son ofthe first 
mayor of Urbancrest, Eugene 
Seabury, who-died in July, has 
served on the council for more 
than 16 years. He had been 
declared a loser as a result ofa 
mixup in the early election 
returns, which raised ques- 
tions from his supporters in the 


community. 

Malcolm Careuthers, super- 
visor Of operations for the 
Board of Elections, told The 
CALL & POST: "The only prob- 
lem in the miscount: was that 
we had the names of candi- 
dates in alphabetical order, 
declaring Hairston the winner 
after the election. That was 
wrong, because we never 
changed that to read that 
Seabury was the winner in the 
summary sheet,” Carreuthers 
said. “And that was the only 
problem we had in the Urban- 
crest election counts." 

The certified loser Hairston 


could not be reached for com- 


ments at The CALL & POST 
edition time 

The outgoing Mayor Lou 
Sharp, who had favored Sea- 
bury as his successor, said: "| 
think that was the best choice 
for the position-Seabury.” 


Seabury will run the com- 
munity with an annual salary of 
$3,660 oh a part-time basis 
The city's annual budget is 
more than $78,000 

Seabury says he will keep all 
of his campaign promises, 
which include the tapping of 
many job-¢creating resources 
for youngsters, and assistance
